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Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. TO.—Black 
pessimism now reigns at Portsmouth. 
The prevailing view is that the fate 
of the 
peace conference 
is already 
sealed, that it has 
ended in failure 
and that all that now remains is for 
the plenipotentiaries to meet on Tues­ 
day, to which day they adjourned Fri­ 
day afternoon upon 
completing the 
seriatim consideration of the Japanese 
terms, 
sign the final 
protocol, go 
through the conventions, and bid each 
other farewell. 
In other words that 
the meeting Tuesday 
will be what 
diplomacy calls the “Seance d’adieu.” 
But there is still room for hope of a 
compromise. Neither President Roose­ 
velt 
nor 
the powers 
will see 
the 
chance of peace shipwrecked without 
a final effort and that pressure is be­ 
ing exerted, especially 
at Toklo, to 
induce Japan to moderate her terms, 
is beyond question. 
Just what is be­ 
ing done or is 
to lie done, has not 
transpired. 
King 
Edward 
is under­ 
stood 
to be now lending 
a helping 
hand and the financiers of the world 
are known to be exerting all their in­ 
fluences. 
At 
Tokio aud St. 
Peters­ 
burg the final issue will be decided. 
The Japanese have been implacable 
throughout 
the 
six days’ 
sittings. 
They have listened and explained, but 
the}- have yielded not an iota of the 
substance of their original demands. 
M. Wine accepted outright 7 of the 
12 Japanese conditions, one in princi­ 
ple and four, including the main is­ 
sues, indemnity and Sakhalin, he re­ 
jected. 
The other two, limitation of 
• aval power and the surrender of in­ 
terned warships, might have been ar­ 
ranged had there been any prospect 
of agreement on the two points upon 
which the divergence seemed irrecon­ 
cilable. 
in the oral discussion of the 
terms. M. Witte yielded upon two ar­ 
ticles but substantially the result of 
the thirteen sittings of the plenipoten­ 
tiaries has only been to emphasize the

urday to the Japanese terms. 


Both Sides T u r n to Ho m e . 
And now both sides turn to home 
for the last word before the cards are 
thrown face upward 
upon the table

a diplomate 
fiction. 
If, in the 
interim, fresh in­ 
structions are received by either side 
compromise is yet possible. 
But the

ries are concerned there never was a 
chance of their yielding both indemn­ 
ity 
and Sakhalin. 
The

Sakhalin without indemnity was, ac­ 
cording to the best inside information, 
the extreme limit to which M. Witte 
would ever consent to go and the em­ 
peror has not yet given the word even 
to concede that. 
And Friday night

competent to judge, lessens material­

The bearings

Witte described it a few days ago, up­ 
on the issue are easily comprehensi­ 
ble. 
It is bound to ameliorate the in­ 
ternal situation in Russia.

entering wedge for the realization of 
the century-old dream of the Russian 
people. 
“It will create enthusiasm at home,” 
said one of the most prominent mem­ 
bers of the Russian mission, “because 
all thinking men realize that it means 
eventually a great change in the com­ 
position of the Russian state. 
It will 
be followed by a true parliament, a 
responsible ministry, a premier, and 
Russia will become 
a constitutional 
monarchy.” 
Significance Is V e r y Plain. 


It is pointed out that the manifesto 
is timed Ii Ice what the French call a 
coup de foudre and 
that its signift* 
cance is too plain 
to be questioned. 
It was to have been issued last Satur­ 
day when the Russian reply was pre­ 
cented. but It was held over until the 
conclusion of the oral consideration 
of the Japanese terms. 
Meantime, the 
Arms had been published everywhere 
throughout Russia. 
The press, even 
the liberal 
press, had replied 
that 
Russia could not pay money for the 
privilege of getting out of Manchuria. 
The emperor had publicly proclaimed 
to his subjects on July 28 in reply to 
• telegram of the Oremburg clergy: 
"The Russian people can rely upon 
me. 
L will never conclude a pqace 


humiliating or unworthy of great Rus­ 
sia ” 
The manifesto is Emperor Nicholas' 
answer to the Japanese demand for 
the payment of a war tribute 
The grant of this broad reform is 
regarded as virtually an appeal to the 
Russian people for support to resist 
It 
At Toklo 
it I* Impossible 
to tell 
what view will be taken 
Peace prob­ 
i t y can be even now secured by the 
aaeriflce of the indemnity. 
Vague in­ 
timations come 
from the 
Jap an ese 
side that “the demand for the cost of 
the w a r” might be moderated, but M. 
W itte’s reply 
is that he 
will pay 
liberally for the maintenance of the 
Russian prisoners in Japan, but “not 
a copeck for tribute." 
The gravity 
of the situation 
from 
the Japanese 
point of view 
is con­ 
tained in the following authoritative 
statem en t; 
"I cannot say positively, because all 
things are possible, 
but I fear that 
the meeting on Tuesday will be the 
fa re* well session 
of tile Washington 
conference. 
Japan has done her ut­ 
most for peace. 
Russia 
now knows 
Japan's irreducible minimum.” 
M. 
Witte himself 
gave not 
the 
slightest encouragement. 
For publica­ 
tion, he said, “Wo meet Tuesday only 
to sign the protocol,” with the accent 
on the word “only.” 
Another bad sign was the change in 
the personal attitude of the envoys 
toward each other. 
During the week 
they 
have been growing 
more and 
more friendly at the luncheon which 
they take together . a t the navyyard. 
This 
conversation 
was likely 
and 
even gay a: times. 
Friday 
they sat 
together 
and 
ate 
in 
silence. 
All 
seemed strangely constrained as if 
realizing that they could only agree 
to disagree and that the war must go 
on. 
The situation can

It is said that a score or so of 
bodies floated down

when 
the first 
submerged car 
was 
raised and that the other passenger 
coach, jammed with dead negroes, is 
now buried in the mud of the west­ 
ern branch of the*Elizabeth river. The 
estimates of the loss of life range any- 
where from 50 to Ta and even as high 
as IOO. 
All day long the operations of the 
rescuing 
and wrecking crews 
con­ 
tinued. 
When derricks 
brought the 
first coach up from its submerged po­ 
sition it hung 
at an angle 
and tho 
strain loosened the ends of the car. 
As a result sears, cushions, etc., were 
washed out and down into the river, 
and M i t h them the dead imprisoned, 
and i t is claimed that a large number 
ct the bodies have been washed away 
by the sweep of the tide. 
The removal later of the first car 
revealed but tMro bodies, making the 
number of bodies recovered thirteen, 
with five persons missing. 
None of 
the injured now in the hospitals will 
die. 
A careful examination 
of the bot­ 
tom 
of the river showed 
no more 
bodies and the railroad officials are 
convinced that the death list is now 
complete. 
The small casualty list in the first 
car is explained by the theory that 
when tile emergency brakes were ap­ 
plied many of the passengers thought 
a collision M*as imminent and rushed 
into the second car and all had time 
to escape, except two. 
J. 
I. Thompson, 
a 
sixty-year-old 
farmer 
displayed considerable hero­ 
ism when the disaster occurred. 
He 
leaped 
to the second coach, 
cut a 
hole in its roof and extricated thirty- 
live people before the car sank. 
Cleveland Thompson, his son, who 
was an eye witness of the disaster, 
declares that Engineer Reig stink at 
his post and fell 
from the engine, 
and thai the red danger flag used at 
the bridge 
had faded so from 
long 
usage that it was almost white. The

Covered the Boy and When He 


was Dug: Hut From Beneath 


It He was Dead 


W hat was the most distressing and 
heart rending accident 
occurred in 
West Brainerd last evening at the home 
Eugene Morey, when his nine year-old 
son. while assisting his father in digging 
a cistern was caught in a cave in and 
was buried beneath some eight feet of 
earth and died before he could be tak 
en out. 
The father and son were engaged in 
digginga cistern. 
The manner in which 
the same was being done leads to the 
belief th a t it was a very careless piece 
of business, but little was thought of 
the danger as Mr. Morey had often dug 
cisterns in the same manner. 
He first 
dug a hole in the ground some four feet 
deep about the size of a barrel and then 
after cementing the interior of this hole 
started to dig underground making the 
excavation the shape of a large jug. 
A 
part of this jug-shaped hole had been 
dug and it is thought that they were 
down about eight feet. 
Last night they 
went down the hole together, the father 
and the son. and scraped the walls of 
the excavation which had been cement­ 
ed. 
The father then started to dig some 
more and threw the dirt to the center 
of the space just beneath the opening. 
The father then went to the surface and 
lowered a pail attached to a rope and 
the boy was left below to fill the pail. 
They had been working in this manner 
but a few minutes when the whole thing 
caved in and the poor unfortunate lad 
wa- buried beneath a load of dirt. 
The alarm was sent out at once 
and the father wfith several other men 
started digging for the boy. 
It took 
fully half an hour to extricate the boy 
and when he wTas pulled out he was 
dead. 
Drs. Iiuskirk, Ide and Green were 
called from the Northern Pacific sani­ 
tarium and they worked over the boy 
for several hours, b u t failed to rescusi- 
tate him. 
Once they thought they felt 
a movement of the heart, which gave 
them encouragement, but they finally 
gave up all hope of bringing the boy to 
life again. 
Coroner Thos. Gibson was called to 
the scene shortly after the boy had 
been taken out and the body was order­ 
ed removed to the house. 
An inquest 
was not deemed necessary as it was a p ­ 
parent how the boy met death. 
No 
further action will probably be taken. 
The boy was a bright young fellow 
and was especially well known among 
the residents of W est Brainerd. 
It is understood that Mr. and Mrs. 
Morey lost a babe about four weeks ago 
from an accident and this second bereave­ 
ment is therefore a severe blow. 
The 
other child is said to have died from 
poisoning, some poison having been giv­ 
en it by mistake, the mother thinking it 
was medicine.
